This Latin translation of Raleigh*s account of his voyage to Guiana was probably 
printed subsequently to the German version of the same year (No. 67562, infra)y which 
forms the fifth part of the series of voyages published by Hulsius. Page 2 is misnum> 
bered 6 in the Lenox copy. The map and plates are the same as those in the German 
version. The map represents the northern part only of South America, with the date

The first leaf contains only the letter A within a typographical ornament, printod on 

On the verso of the title is a woodcut of the Royal 
Arms. The King*8 commission to Sir Walter Raleigh for the voyage to South America 
in 1 617, fills pp. 9-M; the account of his actions during that expedition and until his 
return, pp. 25-43 ; and the last division, beginning " Vpon Saterday the 25. luly,** etc., 
pp. 45-68. Pages 8 and 44 are blank, and there is no colophon. The *' Declaration ** 
is an attempt to justify the execution of Sir Walter Raleigh in 1618, nominally under 
the sentence imposed on him in 1603. Dr. Brushfield, in his bibliography of Raleigh 
in the "Western Antiquary,** v. 219, says: "A copy of the letter from Sir Robert 
Naunton to the Marquis of Buckingham ... shows the date of publication to have been 
November 27 tb, 1618 ; and relates particulars of the great haste of the Government to 
publish both it and Sir Lewis Stukeley*s petition. ... According to Edwards (i., 654-5, 
7 1 5), Lord Bacon suggested it, * penned it and published it ;* and he attempts to exon- 
erate the king, not only from all knowledge of it, but fix>m any blame attaching to it. 
Apart from the extreme improbability of this, we have the following distinct statement 
of Lord Bacon, in a letter to Buckingham, under date November 22nd, 1618 : — < We 
have put the Declaration touching Ralegh to the press, with bis Majesty*s adStions^ 
nobicb were very material, and fa to proceed from bis Majesty.^ *'

The fbllowing remarks on two of the editions, by John Payne Collier in his <' Bib- 
liographical Account of Early English Literature** (American edition), lu. 268-71, will 
apply to all tbrte editk>ns ; " That there were two distinct impressions of the above work 
there can be no doubt, although the important circtmistance hu been passed over with- 
out notice by all &aleigh*s biographers, and has only recently been touched upon, when 
* some trifling typographical differences * were alluded to, but not pointed out. The fact 
is, that Raleigh *s ' Discovery of Guiana * was reprinted in 1 596, from the fint page to 
the laat, and the typographical differences are to be reckoned by thousands, many of 
them upon each page, and some of considerable interest. The title-pages of the tw9 
editions, to a cursory observer, look like the same ; but we have both before us while 
we write, and we find that there are at least a dozen variations in the fbre-A-onts only : 
on the third page of the Dedication nearly forty changes were made, and they extend 
even to the manner in which the initials of the author were appended ui both instances. 
In the vhole there are about 200 differences of typography in those eight leaves. Of 
course we cannot go minutely over the whole work, but in the last sentence of the body 
of it we detect a proportionate number of changes, not indeed altering the sense, but 
proving that every line in the book was recomposed. The htt is important, bocanse it 
shows that the interest taken in the subject was so great, directly after Raleigh *s return, 
that whatever number of copies was struck off in the first instance (and we may well 
believe it to have been large) it was insufficient to satisfy public curiosity. The names, 
especially of the Spaniards and Peruvians, are differently spelt in the two impressions ; 
words ai« now and then omitted which are absolutely necessary to the sense, and the 
teftse of verbs in not a few cases amended. In both editions Robinson, the printer, may 
be said to have done his work well, considering the haste, and the nature and imperfect^ 
ness of his materials in the first instance. The second impression shows that compara- 
tively few typographical errors were committed in it ; and we find that on the 2d May 
following Robinson was employed to print and publish copies of Sir W. Raleigh*s patent 
for granting licenses for the sale of wines. The date is important, since it proves how 
soon af^er Raleigh*s return from Guiana he obtained this valuable concession.*' Copies 
were priced by a London bookseller in 1880 at £20, and in 1885 at ^£50. The work 
was reprinted in Hakluyt*s collection of voyages, 1599, Vol. in.; in Raleigh*s •* Works" 
(1751, 1829), and in the 1820 edition of his « History of the World;** in Cayley*s
